HOW STRIKE
MAY BE ENDED

AN INGENIOUS BCHEME TFOR
RAISING WAGES,

No Increased Cost to the Consumer,
No Embarassmoent to the Mine
Owner—President Baer's Prinelpal

Argumonts Met—Efforts of a prome-.

inent business Man to Do Justice
to Both Bides to the Controversy.
Plan by Which He Would End
the Present Struggle.

"Miles of literalure have been spun
Bince the coul strike wus Innugurated
seventeen weeks ago'' sald a  well
known buginess man yesterday to
n Tribune man. “Acreds of  white
paper,”  he continued, “have been
spolled with denunclation and dia-
tribe  from  both sides to the con-
troversy but few, If any, practical sug-
gestions have been made a8 (0 how
the miners and the operators might
gettle thelr differences  and  restore
peace and prosperity to themselves and
the community,

“Somehow the Impregsion |s abroad
thut In resisting the demands of the
men the mine owners are nctuated by
mere obstinacy; that they are wilfully
deaf tp pdvice and Impervious to rea-
aon; that thelr one great object I8 to
destroy Lthe organization of the United
Mine Workers by sturving its members
into submisslon bLut such susplelons
are not founded in common sense; they
are far-fetehed because there I8 not
one lota of any published statement of
any representative of the mine owners
to justify such n conclugion,

“To belleve some current literature
one must regard President Baer singly
and alone as the only obstacle to &
spéedy settlement of Lhe coal sirike.

' “To credit the news from.the other
glde and to not know the man, one
mugt suspect John Mitchell as an am-
bitious young man who s leading a
cause which he believed to have been
lost before It was begun. Neither side
Is wholly right; nelther wholly wrong.

BOTH SIDES OF THE ETRIKE.

“I belleve that the contending forcves
have a sufficiency of the strike and that
a better understanding by each of the
rights of the other Is all that 1s neces-
sury to bring to o speedy terminatlon
the unplensaniness now existing. In
thes published statements of President
Buer there does not appeir any denial
of any lawful right to which the mine
worker is entitled, Now il President
Mitchell will proelaim.the legal right
of the mine owners to operate thelr
mines In every lawful manner, includ-
Ing the right to employ and discharge
men for cause, with asgent to members
of the United Mine workers to resume
thelr former positions I belleve it would
be a matter of only uw very short time
until a substantial readjustment of con-
ditlons and wages is made in favor of
Lhe men,

“It geems to he a foregone conclu=-
slon that this will be & very long strike
unless the mine workers return to work
on the basis of unconditional surrendey,
And in doing so 1 candidly believe that
no saerifice of prineiple would be maide
and mueh good would be almost cers-
taln to follow, Let e offer some ren-
soning for my conclusions. In the first
place, employers, like other people, are
not in the best condition to be llberal
when buglness Is not prosperous. As
Is well known the schedule of prices for
coal takes 00 cents per ton off the win-
ter price on the first day of April in
eiach year. This reduced price rises
through the moenth of Aprll. On the
first days of May, June, July, August
and September the price I8 advanced
ten cents per ton, and the price Is then
fixed for the seven months from Sept.
1 to April 1. It Is thus evident that
when the strike was declared coal was
alter selling for i month at the lowest
price pf the year, and at the time the
operationg consed only one advance of
ten cents had heen made,

GOOD TIME FOR SUSPENSION.

"With coal selling in May at 40 cents
per ton less than the winter prices
fg there not good reason for the mine
owners to prefer a suspension of oper=
iatlong rather thun submit to demands
which would resull in great loss be-
sldes possible ruin to many individual
operntors, It is an easy mutter to
offer plans und methods for the con-
duct ol another's business, Let the
result be success or failure, the pro-
moter may win, but cannot lose,

“Usually the fellow who is most pra-
lifie In suggestions for spending the
capital of another has very little te
show for the wisdom applied to his
own business, All parties concerned
might as well face the questlon square-
Iy, and the sooner the belter. Nelther
corporations nor indlviduals can afford
to conduct any kind of business at a
loss for any great length of time and
every employer must have a liberal
margin of profit to conduct his affalrs
suceessfully and to provide ngalnst pos-
sible losses, aceldents, wear and tear
and the thousand and one ltems of
expense that cannot be caleuluted on
the cost or the product, The mine
owners' profit at the end of a yeor 18
very often formed in the good fortune
he has had In escape from costly ge-
eldents. So I think it must be admit-
ted that the coal operitor 18 entltled
to some profit on his output of conl as
woll as hig chance of escape from ue-
cldents,

NO BACRIFICE OF PRINCIPLIE,

1 have stated that no saceiflce of
principle would result from an uncon-
ditlionnl surrender of the men at this
thme, My regsons for this statement
are based on  the presumption thot
prosperity makes all men lberal, and
I hive confidence that the mine owners
are not different from employers In
aother lines of trade and commerce,
There Is a beautiful precedent thut
gives a busis for this reasoning In the
action of the United States Steel cor-
poration In the case of the Amalga-
nited Steel Workers, when the latter,
arter a long and bitter contest, were
vunaqulshed and overthrown, returned
to work, were most handsomely treat-
ed o n voluntary advance in wages by
thelr high-minded victors, and today
they ure enjoying the frults for which
they fought—and lost. Bo, too, 1 bes
Heve that if the mine workers return
to work, local grievances will ba ads
justed. When the mines are put into
successful operation, some of the heavy
losses resulting from the strike are met
and @ perlod of prosperity is entered
upon, the mine workers may expect
treatment slmllir o that recelved by
the Amulgamuted Steel Workers.
